Visible ar:ianent of the subsarines is composeé of 

eight torpedo launching tubes in the bow and two in the steim, 25X1A6a 
Comment: It seems unlikely that the torpedo tubes would be visible and that 

there should be as many as eight in the bow.) The submarines are algo armed 

with a large caliber anti-aircraft aachine gun on the conning tower and a 

cannon (apyroximately 100 ma) on the deck. The submarines are painted dark 

eray with visible lettering or numbers on the conning tower. 


Two auxiliary ships are moored next to the submarines. From outward appearances, 
they are about 7,500 tons each. ‘The larger art of the submarine crew members 
live on these vessels. ‘

and with launching tubes :
